A motion to have the same Chesham Beach Committee as last 
year consisting of Robert Lake and Roy Williams passed. 


A motion to give Charles M. Bergeron a rising vote of thanks 
for his work at the new Library passed unanimously. 


A motion to have the Selectmen continue the Historic District 
Commission passed. 


The Harrisville Beach situation was discussed at some length 
by Warren Thayer.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $389.00. to support the services of the Monadnock Com- 
munity Visiting Nurse Association, Inc. This local request for 
financial support is based on a 70¢ per capita formula. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and em- 
power the Planning Board to approve or disapprove in its discretion 
new subdivisions and plots thereof showing streets or the widening 
thereof, or parks, and upon the adoption of this article, it shall be 
the duty of the Town Clerk to file with the Registry of Deeds of 
the County of Cheshire, a certificate or note showing that the said 
Planning Board has been so authorized, giving the date of authori- 
zation as provided in Section 19 and Sections 19-29 inclusive, 
Chapter 36 of the N.H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955.

As indicated 
therein, the Net Debt of the Town increased by $12,663.04 during

The year 1970 can never be forgotten by the people of Harris- 
ville as far as the Library is concerned. Ever since it opened on Feb. 
23 thru the exciting Centennial days, it has been a source of pride, 
pleasure and activity for many of our people. Many who saw it 
for the first time, could hardly believe the transformation and ex- 
pressed pride in having had a part in the undertaking.

From the 
Keene Library we received a constant change of Crime Books for 
our mystery readers, plus many needed for assignments on short 
notice. The Peterborough Library is now our designated Center and 
is anxious to be used. Even Senator McIntire’s office furnished 
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material. It is impossible to list the number of books donated to us. 
Beside the current best sellers, of which we got many, an Americana 
Encyclopedia, plus Year Books up to date; 49 Landmark Books for 
Juveniles, a complete N. H. History plus over 150 books of all 
kinds: fiction, non-fiction including travel biographies reference 
and about all catagories came to us. The American Heritage 
Magazine was brought up to date and recently valuable back- 
numbers have been donated. We are in the process of securing 
indexes for both this magazine and the Geographics which make it 
possible to get all the value and use out of the same. Forty-five 
Children and twenty-seven Adult books were purchased to meet 
State requirements as were Reference Books from the $100 State 
Grant. We also purchased The Fire Protection Handbook for use 
for the Town Firemen. At this point, we would like to thank again, 
our many donors of both books and magazines and to say to our 
people-Reading is fun; try it; and let us help you. 

Although Library time had to be cut by over a month, the 
circulation for the year increased. Adult circulation was 2,869 and 
Children’s was 3,167. Magazine circulation was 367 and our wish 
is to increase in this area by adding more magazines which people 
have tried out and enjoyed. 

Story telling was an added feature on our Summer Schedule 
and we hope to add Movie Time as soon as shades are installed, 
which will be in the near future. 

Any suggestions for added activities (with help, please) are 
most welcome so how about it? We are waiting for you.

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ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


Another year has come to an end. In the spring there was the 
usual cleaning of culverts and ditches and the hauling of gravel. 

Summer started with preparations for the Centennial Celebra- 
tion. Fences around the village were repaired and painted and the 
street asphalted. Brush was cut on the Eastview Road and the 
road itself was widened and tarred. We replaced and lowered 
seven culverts on town roads. Brush and overhang was cut on the 
Brown Road. 

We had a thousand yards of gravel crushed, which I think 
saved the town money. The reason I think so, is because we didn’t 
have to throw half of it away by picking rocks out. 

A total of 571 tons of asphalt MC 800 was used and thirty-six 
tons of patch. We used a total of 550 yards of sand for tarring and 
for winter, plus a total of 3700 yards of gravel. 

Work was done on the Town Garage doors so we could fit the 
new grader in the garage. We are thankful for the support of the 
townspeople and selectmen for the new grader which has proven 
to be a great asset to the town. It should serve the town as faith- 
fully as the truck has done these last ten years.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Harrisville-Chesham Fire Department answered twenty- 
one (21) calls during 1970. This is more than double the calls of 
a year ago. There were 4 house fires, 1 bar fire, 1 car, 1 brush, 2 
chimney, 1 false alarm, | electrical and 9 mutual-aid calls to 
neighboring towns. We received mutual aid on four occasions. 
ae was no loss of life, however, property loss amounted to 

15,300. 

Many hours were spent by the firemen patrolling the roads 
during our period of fire settings. 

The Ladies Auxiliary has again been working to raise money 
to aid the fire department in acquiring much needed equipment 
we never seem to have money for. 

We have been operating for sometime now with a less than 
adequate alarm since lighting struck our original siren. Much work 
is being put into getting an alarm that will be adequate for years 
to come. 

I wish to thank the Selectmen, the Firewards and the men of 
the department for their fine co-operation during the year.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, quiet 
in part because of your continued cooperation and favorable 
weather conditions. 


Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by debris 
burning, children and smokers. 


The elimination of these three causes of forest fires would 
drastically change this picture-to bring about this change we make 
the following suggestions: 

1. When the ground is not covered with snow a permit to 
burn must be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden. This permit 
covers waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, as 
well as garden trash and brush burning such burning is restricted 
by regulation to prior to 9:00 A.M. and after 5:00 P.M. with the 
following exceptions: 

Commercial or industrial burning is permissible at any time 
under normal conditions but only with the approval of the District 
Chief and a written permit from the Forest Fire Warden. 

2. Fires caused by children can be prevented only with the 
complete cooperation of parents in the supervision of their children, 
keep matches out of reach of children, this action will help to pre- 
vent fires and may save a life, the life of your child. Try to explain 
this to your child, won’t you? 

3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in number by 
the exercise of more care in the discarding of matches and smoking 
material whether from a vehicle or by a hiker. In all cases, make 
sure that the butt or match you discard is out, dead out. Smokey 
says. “Thanks for your help”, and invites you to join with him in 
setting a good example for others in the prevention of fires and the 
protection of our environment.

Seventeen(17) calls have been made from then through 31 Decem- 
ber 1970. Five (5) calls were standby for fires in Harrisville and 
Marlborough. Twelve (12) emergency calls were made to transport 
patients to, or from, hospitals. We also participated in the Elliot 
Community Hospital Disaster Drill, in conjunction with other area 
ambulance squads. 


The generosity of those who contributed to the Ambulance 
Fund, either in direct or memorial gifts, has been gratifying. These 
directly aid maintenance of the vehicle and renewal of supplies. 
The purchase of additional equipment, for meeting a broader scope 
of emergencies, is provided through your contributions, which we 
appreciate. 


Service, at present, is part time: 6:00 P.M. to 6:00 A.M., on 
weekdays. Twenty-four (24) hour service on weekends and 
holidays. This reflects a need for more trained volunteer personnel. 
We do sponsor Red Cross Standard and Advanced First Aid train- 
ing. Anyone interested in the courses may contact the Fire Chief 
in either town. 


Regular meetings are held on the first Wednesday of each 
month, 7:30 P.M. at the Marlborough Municipal Building. This 
includes a brief business meeting and program of drill and in- 
struction. You are welcome.

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CENTENNIAL COMMITTEE REPORT 


At Town Meeting, March 11, 1969, a once in a life time and 
then some motion was passed: 
. that the Moderator appoint a committee to make plans 
for the 1970 centennial... . 


Mr. Ralph Bemis, the town’s perpetual Moderator, appointed 
Harold Blake Chairman of the Centennial Committee and Marjorie 
Colony, Mary Gilman, John N. Clark, John Schmitt and Welling- 
ton Wells, Jr. committee members. 


If there’s a town of five hundred souls, Aunt Millie always said 
there’d be five hundred individuals like Al Squires to give unsoli- 
cited and free advice, three scapegoats to blame, one hundred big 
and tender toes to be trod and noses to poke and tongues to wag 
and rumors to monger. But that’s just one small side of any small 
New England village. The other side is the real side: five hundred 
ideas and a thousand willing hands, unheralded dedication, un- 
published appreciation, old friendships reacclaimed, new friend- 
ships made, asking and borrowing, giving and smiling, sharing and 
laughing, teamwork pulling to get the job done, prayers and 
sweat and trust, all developing a sense of tradition, of continuity 
with the past and hope for the future, establishing a new sense of 
identity and justified pride in cooperation—in short, community. 
And that’s what Harrisville’s 100th Centenial Celebration was all 
about. 


There was not much precedent to go by; matter of fact, there 
wasn’t any. But after a number of Committee meetings, most of 
which were of a public nature, working committees were appointed 
by the Chairman and plans began to firm up. It was soon ap- 
parent that the Committee needed two key men: an imaginative 
and hard-working public relations man and a knowledgable and 
tactful assistant treasurer. Without the dedicated and daily work of 
Lionel MacKenzie and Raymond Goodyear the Centennial would 
never have been the success it was. Yet all worked long and hard, 
and the Committee wishes to go on record here in the name of the 
Town to thank one and all again from His Excellency the Governor 
to the many citizens of our neighboring towns for helping us 
celebrate our first one hundred. 


The result was the biggest and grandest kid’s party, auction, 
parade, program of dignitaries, street dance, pyrotechnical display, 
lobster fry, art exhibit and color, all which started with a quiet 
open house up at Thomas More and Queen selection and dance at 
Wells Memorial, and ended with the Library dedication and concert 
at the Church, that our Town has ever had. More people joined 
us and discovered Harrisville July 24, 25 and 26 than have done 
so in the last 100 years (!) and are likely to in the next 100. 


In Town Meeting, 1970, the sum of $2,000.00 was appropriated 
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for the use of the Committee if need be. Only $1,400. of this was 
actually used by the Committee, however, because nearly 90% of 
the total expenditures was raised by the efforts o fthe working 


committees.

To the inhabitants of the School District in the Town of 
Harrisville qualified to vote in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Wells Memorial School 
in said District on the 9th day of March, 1971, at 1:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon to bring in your votes for the election of the school 
district officers. The polls will open not later than 1:30 p.m., and 
close no earlier than the time of closing the polls for the election of 
town officials. 


Article 1. To choose all necessary school district officers: A 
moderator for the ensuing year. A clerk for the ensuing year. A 
member of the school board for the ensuing three years. A treasurer 
from July 1, 1971, for the ensuing year. An auditor for the ensuing 

ear. 
You are hereby further notified to meet at the Wells Memorial 
School in said District on March 9, 1971, at 6:00 p.m., to act upon 
the following subjects: 


Article 2. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees 
or officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 3. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money not to exceed $800.00 to paint the exterior of 
the old school. 

Note: This action is recommended by the Special Committee

HARRISVILLE SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
March 10, 1970 


The Harrisville school District meeting opened March 10, 1970 
at 1:30 p.m. at Wells Memorial School. Mr. William House, 
Moderator, read the warrant and declared the polls to be opened 
for voting. 


Art. 1. Voting for School District Officers by Australian ballot. 
A Resolution was made by a School Board Member to recognize 
with gratitude the late Rolland Luther Alexander for his services 
as Treasurer. 


Art. 2. It was voted the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees or Officers chosen be accepted as printed in the Annual 


Report. 


Art. 3. Motion was made ‘and seconded that this article, to 
choose Agents, Auditors, Committees to be passed over. 


Art. 4. To authorize the school board to enter into Junior 
High School ‘tuition contracts for the school year 1970-1971 with 
the Union School District of Keene, or with other approved Junior 
High Schools at a sum not to exceed seven hundred ninety-five 
dollars was accepted. 


Art. 5. It was voted that the school board be authorized by any 
district to make application and to accept, on behalf of the district, 
any or all grants or other funds for educational purposes which 
may now or hereafter be forth coming from the U.S. Government 
or from the State of N. H. or any other sources. 


Art. 6. Motion was made and seconded that the district 
establish an Authorized Regional Enrollment Area (AREA) School 
Planning Committee in accordance with R.S.A., 195-A:3 as 
amended, said committee to consist of three qualified voters of whom 
at least one shall be a member of the school board. Further that 
the committee so established be appointed by the moderator. 


Art. 7. It was voted that the District will authorize the em- 
ployment of a Teacher Consultant for New Hampshire Supervisory 


Union #29 as provided is SRA 186:ITXII and XXIV as amended. 


Art. 8. A motion was made by the school board that the 
district establish a committee consisting of not more than seven 
Qualified voters of whom at least one shall be a member of the 
school board and one a selectman of the Town of Harrisville and 
that said committee be appointed by ‘the moderator. Further that 
the established committee be charged with the responsibility of 
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meeting and determining recommendations for the district ‘to com- 
sider an appropriate disposition of the so called old school building. 
The committee, thus established, to report to the district no later 
than the March 1971 school district meeting. 


Art. 9. After some discussion it was voted that the district 
raise and appropriate the sum of $106,502.00 for the support of 
schools, for the payment of salaries for school district officers and 
agents, and for payments of the statutory obligations of the district. 


At this time a motion was made and accepted to have the 
school district voting remain open until polls were closed for Town 
Meeting. 


Art. 10. Mr. Day thanked Mr. Clymer for his seven years of 
service on the School Board. He was also given a standing ovation. 


Recess was called at 7:10 until closing of the polls. 
Polls were closed at 8:30 p.m. ballots counted.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


The Wells Memorial School opened on September 8, 1970, 
with a total enrollment of 61 students. Miss Gertrude Thomas was 
acting principal and taught fifth and sixth grades for the month 
of September. The previous year’s renovations of the building were 
continued with a new hall ceiling and floor. The continuing effort 
to improve instruction and learning in our school has brought a 
new reading program and a new social studies program. Volunteer 
students from Keene State College have instructed two one-half 
hour physical education programs weekly for all students. 

The request for volunteer assistance from parents has been 
most rewarding. Mrs. Alton Chamberlain and Mrs. John St. Peter 
have contributed many hours cataloging books and filmstrips for 
library use. Mrs. Lenora Merrifield gives art instruction each Friday 
afternoon to all students. 

The hot lunch program in Wells Memorial School is one of 
the best in our state. The success of this program rests solely with 
Mrs. Jessie Bosworth. 

Meetings with parents on a monthly basis have been most 
satisfying and enlightening. The assistance from our superintendent 
and his staff has been beneficial and is always available. 

The school year 1970-71 has been one of progress for our 
school. It is hoped that these programs will continue and will be a 
start for additional progress in Wells Memorial School which will 
benefit all students.

ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


We would like to begin our report this year by raising several 
questions of educational theory: 


1. It is our job to provide equal educational opportunities for 
each child, or should we provide education for the needs of the 


individual child? 


2. Is our accountability for the educational success of each 
child a measurement of his success against a set of achievement 
standards, or an evaluation of his own personal progress towards 
self-fulfillment and adjustment to his social environment? 


3. Does freedom mean permissiveness? 


4. Can one learn self-discipline by living in an autocratic 
environment? 


5. Do children learn best in the usual building boxes (class- 
rooms), or in a variety of large and small groups? 
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6. Is it enough to teach the skills of reading, writing, and 
arithmetic, and convey a fund of knowledge achieved by the adult 
world? 


7. Do our children really need library and guidance services, 
and opportunities in art, music, physical and health education as 
recommended by the new Elementary Minimum Standards? 


8. Does the school have a task to perform separate from the 
home and community, or should we all be engaged in the joint task 
of education? 


9. How can we prevent our children from using alcohol and 
drugs when it is the prevailing habit of many older people whose 
lives are everyday examples? 


10. Does the school district have a responsibility for early 
childhood education, and for providing something extra for those 
children who start with many disadvantages? 


11. Why should the school provide facilities and services for 
lunches? 


12. Should a school system provide a strong college prepara- 
tory program and neglect vocational education? 


13. Must we limit our educational opportunities for children 
because of the lack of dollars in a nation where T.V. and two-car 
families are the rule, and cosmetic and alcohol sales go higher and 
higher? 

14. Should the responsibility of the public school system be to 
pass on the skills and knowledge of past achievement, or does it 
have a real obligation to help society move successfully into the 
future? 


These are questions currently debated in colleges, by school 
faculties, and undoubtedly in the homes of our towns. Sooner or 
later, they will be removed from the realm of theoretical conversa- 
tion. People in our communities are interested in the stake of our 
pupils, and are responsible for the quality of education offered. In 
the next decade, many of these issues will be settled. But, we must 
deal with practicalities of 1970, 1971, and 1972. 


The new supervisory union organization is working well. An 
organization chart is included in the annual report. A large in- 
crease in the budget of the union is primarily to activate a new 
data processing system. Greater educational and administrative 
service is promised when we become skilled in translating its 
potential into reality. 

We were pleased to secure the services of Kenneth Swift as 
teaching principal. Mr. Swift returns to the profession of teaching 
after retiring from twenty years of service in the United States 
Army. While in the service he had several opportunities to instruct. 
He had major responsibilities in several areas of the world. 
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Miss Gertrude Thomas, formerly of the Keene teaching staff, 
served the school admirably at the beginning of the year prior to 
Mr. Swifts release from the service as Lieutenant Colonel. Mrs. 
Hewitt and Mrs. Capron with several years of experience returned 
to our staff, We are pleased that assistance is being received from 
volunteer parents. 


Extensive repairs and improvements have been completed on 
the Wells Memorial School over the last several years. We feel that 
the property is in good condition. Now we hope the district will 
provide the funds to improve the exterior of the building, driveway, 
playground, shrubs, etc. In the following years we hope to develop 
a schedule for continuing maintenance which will have the least 
affect on the budget while maintaining the building and grounds in 
excellent condition. 


In our area, this year is one of economic slow-down, lay-offs, 
and inflation, yet our youngsters are here and they must receive 
the best that our schools can provide. We recognize that any budget 
increase is difficult. The budget contained herein represents a 
“hold-the-line” effort. Increases which do occur are generally in 
the areas over which there is no local control, such as tuition. 
Local increases simply reflect cost-of-living increases. 


We feel that good efforts are made to provide an up-to-date cur- 
riculum. Your board, and your administrators desire that your 
children be well prepared for junior and senior high school. The 
new organization in the supervisory union is providing greater at- 
tention to the specific needs of children than formerly. Ample 
supplies and books are being purchased. Your teachers share in the 
curriculum efforts of the union. The Keene High School program 
is being strengthened by diversified offerings in vocational prepara- 
tion. 


An oral report will be made about the work of the A.R.E.A. 
Planning Committee. Meetings have been held with seven other 
districts. Keene faces serious enrollment problems. Its high school 
and junior high school will soon have excessive enrollments. Relief 
through building must take place. It will be helpful if the sending 
districts can share in a formalized plan, including grades seven and 
eight. Keene High School and Keene Junior High School become 
your secondary schools, and your participation and thinking about 
their future is important. 


We regret that financial circumstances make it impossible for 
us to take beginning steps toward the implementation of the new 
Elementary Minimum Standards. We congratulate you on the 
formation of a parent group resulting from concerns about curri- 
culum and instruction. We would suggest that this group make a 
study of Minimum Standards a major goal for 1971-1972. 
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The warrant will include an article to see if you will provide 
the services of a part-time resource teacher. We anticipate that in- 
come will reduce the cost to approximately $500.00 for the local 
district. Some of our boys and girls need the particular attention of 
a specialist. State and federal funds will provide most of the cost. If 
we are able to resolve learning problems in the lower grades, then 
the chance of success is enhanced. 


In these times of universal stress and discontent, how fortunate 
we are to have wholesome educational opportunities for our boys 
and girls. We seek your continued support as we strive together to 
provide quality education.
